(2)  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births. 

(3)  There  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths. 

(4)  No  woman  died  in  childbirth. 

(5)  There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age. 

(6)  The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  was  very  low. 

Included  in  this  report  is  a  shortened  account  of  the  Health  Services 
under  my  care  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  the  Council  arranged  with  Doncaster  Rural  District 
Council  for  the  services  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector  one  day  per  week. 

This  relieved  your  Surveyor  of  these  duties  and  this  extra  assistance  has 
enabled  more  detailed  attention  to  be  given  to  public  health  matters. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks,  Madam  Chairman,  to  you  and 
the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  courteous  reception  and  help  during 
the  year  and  to  all  the  officials.

There  has  been  no  shortage  of  staff  during  the  year  and  the  above 

services  have  functioned  satisfactorily. 

Returns  from  the  Home  Nursing  Service  show  an  Increasing 
demand  for  attention  to  the  aged  sick  and  this  not  only  requires  skilled 
nursing  but  also  taxes  the  physical  strength  of  the  nurses.  The 
immunisation  schemes  show  a  high  level  of  acceptance  of  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis. 

Mental  Health  Service. 

The  Mental  Health  Act,  1959  came  Into  operation  in  November  I960. 
The  effects  of  this  Act  are  widespread  and  not  least  is  the  emphasis  laid 
on  the  importance  of  rehabilitation  and  after  care,  and  the  importance 
where  possible  of  care  and  after  care  being  in  the  general  community  with 
less  emphasis  on  removal  to  a  mental  home. 

The  training  centre  at  Adwick  le  Street  continues  to  function 
most  satisfactorily.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  visit  this  centre  and  sense  the 
happy  atmosphere. 

Chiropody  Service. 

The  free  chiropody  service  is  now  well  established  and  is  directed 
by  Cr,  Mrs.  O.  Franklin  ten  whom  I  expiess  my  thanks  for  the  help  she  has 
given  me.  A  maximum  of  O  treatments  per  year  is  allowed  and 
domiciliary  visits  can  be  made  to  persons  who  cannot  attend  the  clinic.

WATER  SUPPLY:

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL* 

This  service  is  controlled  by  your  Surveyor. 

There  were  no  major  extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  during 
the  year;  additional  sludge  drying  beds  were  constructed  at  the  Sewage 
Works.  All  the  built  up  areas  of  the  district  are  sewered  with  the 
exception  of  the  Lindrick  area  where  there  are  difficulties  in  respect  of 
levels.  There  was  no  further  development  during  the  year  on  the  question 
of  separate  surface  water  drainage.  Overloading  occurs  at  times  of  heavy 
rain  due  to  storm  water  and  sewage  being  in  a  combined  sewer.  This  matter 
has  again  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council. 
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SECTION  D e 


HOUSING: 

For  the  last  few  years  now  the  Council7  s  action  pursuant  to 
Section  1  7  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  in  respect  of  unfit  properties, 
has  outstripped  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  the  persons  occupying 
the  unfit  houses.  Consequently  there  was  little  additional  activity  during 
the  year  pending  a  major  review  of  the  housing  position  and  the 
commencement  of  a  survey  to  formulate  a  programme  for  the  next  few 
years.  Two  demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  and  at  that 
time  some  13  unfit  houses  were  still  occupied. 

Plans  to  rehouse  these  tenants  were  being  made  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants. 

The  discretionary  improvement  grant  provisions  are  not 
operated  in  the  urban  district;  nine  applications  for  standard  grants  were 
approved,  six  of  these  being  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Surveyor. 

A  weekly  domestic  refuse  collection  was  maintained,  some  860 
premises  being  serviced.  The  multi-purpose  tipping  vehicle,  however, 
not  being  a  specially  designed  refuse  collector,  does  not  lend  itself  to 
dustless  loading.  Almost  the  whole  of  the  refuse  was  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  methods.  It  is  anticipated  that  due  to  Doncaster  byepass 
operations  the  use  of  the  present  tip  will  cease  early  in  1961  and 
negotiations  regarding  the  use  of  an  alternative  site  are  now  being  made. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  supply  dustbins  in  accordance 
with  Section  7  5  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  a  charge  of  7/6d  per  annum 
being  made  for  such  provision. 

Sanitary  accommodation. 

There  are  only  15  pails  and  11  privies  now  remaining  in  the  area 
and  these  are  cleansed  frequently  by  the  Council's  employees.  The 
remaining  97|%  have  a  water  carriage  sanitation  system,  predominantly 
connected  to  the  main  sewers. 

The  Council  is  now  investigating  an  incentive  grant  scheme  pursuant 
to  Section  47  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act  with  a  view  to  encouraging  owners 
to  convert  the  few  remaining  closets  of  the  conservancy  type. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS: 


There  were  no  licences  issued  pursuant  to  Section  26  9  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  but  when  this  legislation  was  superseded  by  the 
new  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  on  the  29th 
August  early  action  was  taken  to  deal  with  the  growing  problem.  Details 
of  the  new  Act  were  supplied  to  each  site  occupier  together  with  site 
licence  application  forms  in  order  that  the  planning  status  of  each  site 
could  be  determined.  By  the  end  of  the  year  3  applications  had  been 
received  and  referred  to  the  Area  Planning  Officer  for  his  observations. 

The  Doncaster  byepass  operation  has  brought  a  number  of 
contractors  caravans  into  the  area,  and  there  has  been  but  little  organised 
provision  for  their  reception.  Mid  1961  should,  however,  see  the 
completion  of  this  work  and  this  temporary  problem  resolved. 

Now  that  the  new  legislation  permitted  a  local  authority  to  incur 
expenditure  in  the  provision  of  sites  the  Council  were  at  the  end  of  the  year 
drawing  up  a  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a  modern  caravan  site  to 
accommodate  some  20  vans,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  development  will 
occur  in  1  961 .

The  report  required  to  be  submitted  under  the  new  Act  was  forwarded 
to  the  Minister  in  September.  There  is  only  one  existing  slaughterhouse 
and  the  proposed  ’’appointed  day”  by  which  it  would  be  required  to  comply 
with  the  new  construction  regulations  was  fixed  at  the  1st  July,  1961. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Figures  are  not  available  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  but 
from  the  1st  July  the  following  animals  were  killed  and  inspected;  some 
26  visits  being  made  for  this  purposes.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  30  food  premises  in  the  area 
some  of  which  required  registrations  pursuant  to  Section  1  6  of  the  principal 
Act  and  also  Section  76  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers) 
Act*  recently  effective  in  the  area.
